The next annual General Meeting of the SARL will take place on the 3rd April 
2004 and in preparation for the event, nominations and motions are called for. 


1. NOMINATIONS FOR COUNCIL 


There are currently 4 vacancies on Council and in terms of Rule 16.2 nominations 
are invited from members of the SARL to fill these vacancies. Should more than 
4 nominations be received a ballot will be held. 


Each nomination must contain the following: 


1. Full names, callsign and address of nominee. 

2. An amateur radio related CV of not more than 200 words. 

3. A signed declaration by the nominee that s/he will accept nomination and 
serve on the Council of the SARL if elected. 

4. Each nomination must be signed by a proposer and seconder. 

5. Only fully paid-up members (Rule 16.3) of the SARL may be nominated, 
propose and second a nomination. 


The nominations must reach the Secretary by no later than 30th November 
2003. 


2. MOTIONS FOR THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


Motions for submission to and consideration at the Annual General Meeting of 
the SARL are invited from members. 


Each motion must contain the following: 


1. A concise description of the motion. 
2. A motivation in support of the motion.

Now is the time to start planning for the next Radio Amateur’s Examination 
to be held in May 2004. Courses leading to this examination should start in 
February 2004. What is preventing you from attracting new members to your 
club? Would you like to run a course to prepare students for the next examina- 
tion? Do you need advice on how to advertise your RAE course? How do we 
reach out to younger people? There is a wealth of experience available within 
our clubs, and we would like to share this experience with you. 


Please join us on Saturday 15th November for a workshop which will provide 
answers to these and many other questions. The workshop will be held at the 
NARC in Johannesburg, and will use teleconference links to bring in as many 
centres around the country as possible. The SARL will subsidise the cost of the 
teleconference links up to a certain limit.

We have provisionally allowed funds to connect up to 7 centres around the 
country. You are encouraged to make contact with other clubs in your area and 
get together at one location to keep costs down. Donations from clubs would 
also be appreciated. In order to connect to the teleconference you will need an 


ordinary Telkom fixed line service, and a speaker phone to allow your group 
to listen in. Please note that prepaid services cannot connect to the Telkom 
teleconference system. It is also not practical to connect using a cell phone. If 
you wish to connect into the teleconference Peter needs to know the telephone 
number at which you can be reached, and a backup contact number such as a 
cell phone. 


NEWS FROM SAATI 


SAATI wishes to bring it to the attention of interested amateurs that SAATI 
kits for several projects are still available. The kits are of varying difficulty and 
in different stages of development. It is therefore important to contact Ams 
Amsega, ZS6YV, before ordering. Ams’ contact detail will be given at the end 
of this item. 


One of the newer kits is the YAM modem, a packet modem suitable for all data 
rates from 300 baud to 9600 baud. The YAM is available in single quantities. 


The SAATI 9600 baud modem is also available. It is suitable for 9600 baud and 
technical information as well as kits are available from Ams. 


The OES5DXL modem is still a problem for SAATI and anyone who managed 
to get this modem working, or who has access to technical information on this 
one, is requested to phone Ams. 


The availability of the very popular 1200 baud FX164 modem is limited by the 
scarcity of the main IC it contains. For this reason SAATI can only provide 
these kits in quantities of ten or more. Please phone Ams if you are interested. 


Amateurs requiring photocopies of articles from previous issues of SAATI News 
can negotiate this with Ams. Unfortunately there will be a copying fee involved.

SPECIAL EVENT STATION ZS1SALT 


A group of Division 1 Amateurs, all Boland Amateur Radio Club members, are 
going to operate a Secial Event Station over the weekend 21 - 23 November 
2003 from the Sutherland Observatory in the Northern Cape Province of South 
Africa. The purpose is to make amateurs aware of the largest telescope in the 
Southern Hemisphere. 


The station will be identified by the callsign ZSISALT (acronym for South 
African Large Telescope) and will operate from Friday afternoon 21 November 
till Sunday noon on 23 November. All HF frequencies will be used and the 
station can be worked on phone, CW and digital modes.
